OLD-FASHIONED DOUGHNUTS 


If Too Rich They Soak the Fat—How 


to Make nnd Fry Prop- 


erly. 


When doughnuts turn' out 
rough 


and clumsy, they are perhaps made 
too rich or too soft, or both. Dough- 
nuts soak fat, if made too rich. Here 
is my reeJpe: 


To ono eup sugar add 
two eggs 


three-quarters cuo 
milk, one 
table 


spoon melted bulter. out-half (scant) 
teaspoon salt, the same oi cinnamon, 
and a little grated nutmeg. 
Use ono 


heaping teaspoon baking powder, ami 
Hour enough 
to 
make dough 
stiff 


enough to be handled. 


Heat eggs, add sugar, then butter, 


then seasoning, then milk; then sift 
in Hour (about a pint), into which you 
have put salt and baiting 
powder. 


Now beat until smooth and flue, add- 


a little more Hour if necessary. 


Take out upon a board about, a third 
of the dough at a time, putting 
the 


scraps back and stirring Into 
the 


dough each time. 
Have no flour 
on 


the outside of the cakes when put 
into fat 
These will not soak fat (if 


Hied properly), 
and 
will keep their 


shape—smooth outside ami of 
line, 


close, texture inside, a,id not tough, 
says a \\iiter in Farm and Home. 


Clarify iat by boiling a raw potato 


in it. 
I always clean the black sedi- 


ment from the bottom of Iat before 
using. 


Tiy It by dropping one of the little 


centers m. 
If it rises almost instan- 


taneously, it is hot enough. 
To fill 


the Kettle with uncookul cakes all at 
once, and take out all at once, chills 
Ihe hit too much. Thea it gets too 
hot later. Jlanage to have the kettle 
full, but only two or three done at a 
time, and two or three uncooked olios 
added at a time.

Sunday Dinner—Recipe for a 


Summer Drink. 


Jellied chicken is very nice for n 


company tea or Sunday dinner. Dress, 
clean and cut up a four-pound fowl. 
Put it in a kettle with a sliced onion, 
a stalk of celery, and two or three 
slices of carrot. 
Cover with boiling 


water, and cook until the meat lulls 
from the bones. 
When half cooked 


add a tablespoon of salt. Remove the 
chicken when cooked, anil free from 
skin and bones. Reduce the stock to 
three-l'ourths of a cup, season it if 
needed, strain, and skim off the fat. 
Uecoiate the bottom of a buttered 
mold with slices of hard-boiled eggs, 
pack in the chicken meat, nicely ya- 
boned, pour on the stock, cover, and 
place ihe mold under a heavy weight. 
Keep in a coo! place until firm. 
If 


the weather Is warm it is better to 
add one-half a table-spoonful of gran- 
ulated gelatine to the stock.

•o far as her literature U concerned. 
Owing to the fact that English is the 
language spoken, the reading public, 
can obtain Us supplies from three 
quite 
Independent 
and I distant 


•purees—from Great Britain, from 
the United States, and from local 
sources. 


The result Is that Australians are 


the greatest readers on the' face of 
the globe, and New Zealanders are 
even more so. Periodicals and other 
publications are untaxed, and the 
copyright laws are little understood 
and less enforced, so tbat on a typi- 
cal Australian book stall the most 
cosmopolitan conglomeration of lit- 
erature imaginable can be seen. 


Australia, being so far from the 


rest of the English-speaking world, 
has to rely upon local effort tor her 
dally and weekly publications. In 
this field Australians have shown 
that they can bring out newspapers 
which can bear a most favorable 
comparison with similar 
publica- 


tions either in Great 
Britain or 


America. The same may be said of 
the weeklies. 
It is in magazines 


and books that the torrent of out- 
side literature has been too geat to 
allow of much local production. 


The inhabitants of Australia num- 


ber only 4,000,000. Had these been 
scattered over the huge continent, 
almost as large as the United States, 
no daily paper of any size could have 
existed. It happens, however,—un- 
fortunately, perhaps, for Australia—- 
that more than one-quarter of the 
people live in two large cities, and a 
large portion of the remainder in 
four or five large towns. 


The daily paper, therefore, has al- 


most as large a constituency as any 
published for the teeming millions 
of 
America and 
Great Britain.—

Of It he 
writes that everything one naturally 
connects with a. great fair is striking- 
ly absent. 
Tho products of tene- 


ment and sweat shop, small piece- 
work evolved by the needy, are laid 
bare to the public. Each exhibit Is 
ticketed, setting forth the pay for 
piece, time employed in making and 
the profit per hour. If the object it- 
self does not particularly attract the 
attention of the visitor, the descrip- 
tion tag certainly appeals to him. A 
few examples may be given: A boy's 
suit of clothes, three pieces, made 
for about 17 cents; artistic wooden 
crucifixes, carved at less than 2 cents 
an hour; 144 toy menagerie animals 
for 1] cents ;putting up 1,000 nee- 
dles for less than one cent for the 
lot; mounting hooks and eyes on 
3GO cards, with 24 pairs of each, al- 
together 17,280 pieces, for 28 cents, 
and an extreme case is that of a bit 
of lace from Plauen worked at the 
rate of about one-quarter of a cent 
an hour. Progress and poverty are 
nowhere more abruptly contrasted 
than in this pitiful display. Kxpres-

Honesty lit Apples. 


The Canadian government is try- 


ing to prevent shortsighted Canadian 
exporters from making the mistake

ior shipments of fruit to England, 
and that the practice of "facing up" 
barrels and cases of apples with fine 
fruit, putting Inferior apples in the 
center of tho barrels and then brand- 
Ing them as first quality, has be-on 
frequent. To check this tho Cana- 
dian authorities have Imposed heavy 
fines In each case in which convic- 
tion was procured. 
The American 


exporters have lost markets by the 
samo shortsighted methods, aud i: 
will be well if they profit by theac 
energc-tic methods 
taken 
by the 


Canadian authorities. A market once 
lost by misrepresentation is more 
difficult to regain than to establish u 
new market. 


"Alpine" Plant* in Amei-ivu. 


The Alpine plant worth growing 


In America are chiefly hardy peren- 
nial herbs that make tufts or rosettes 
or carpet the ground with a continu- 
ous sheet of flowers, says the Gar- 
den Magaiiue. 
Examples are the 


famous gentians, pinks and prim- 
roses of Switzerland. 
These plants 


are not confined to the European 
Alps, but come from all high moun- 
tains and. therefore, in horticultural 
literature, the word "alpine" has be- 
come so generalized that It IB no 
longer capitalized. 


Unfortunately some of the choicest 


alpines can be grown only in a spe- 
cial rockery, where they can have 
cool air, plenty of light, but without 
shade,- with constant moisture but 
perfect drainage. Yet there are plen- 
ty that can be grown in the ordinary 
border which are able to withstand 
the alternate freezing and thawing 
of American winters. 


Paddy Bird. 


One of the best known of feath- 


ered creatures in India is the paddy 
bird. A traveller says of him: "The 
paddy bird is not afflicted with shy- 
ness. He is far too lazy to be dis- 
turbed by the approach of human 
beings. 
So confiding is he that the 


natives of India call him the blind 
heron. I once saw one of these birds 
standing motionless at the watar'3 
edge within ten feet of a grunting, 
perspiring washerwoman, who was

brightness of the eyes when It has 
been lost.

NEW COLUEGE STUDY. 


Political Geography In Demand, Ow- 


ing to.Events of Last Two Years. 


A new study has been added to the 


curriculum of certain American col- 
leges. It Is known as political geog- 
raphy and is denned as the study of 
geography In relation to political and 
social institutions. 


To teach economic subjects, as 


well as other university branches a 
knowledge of elementary geography 
Is required. It was found that many 
students though primed with Greek 
and 
Latin, 
lacked 
anything ap- 


proaching familiarity with this old 
fashioned study. 


lleuce the invention of political 


geography. The elementary side is 
taken 
up and, in connection with 


this, emphasis is laid upon an expla- 
nation of how each country studied 
came to be a separate, distinct coun- 
try; 
upon its political Institutions 


and the geographic influences that 
have affected them, and upon the 
present political problems of para- 
mount interest in connection with 
each of the countries studied. 


The 'world events of the past two 


years have greatly assisted in mak- 
ing 
the 
course interesting. 
This 


year, while the class was studying 
Great Britain, the Irish question was 
agitating 
British politics; in the 


btudy of France, the great question 
of separation of Church aud State 
came up for discussion; the Interest 
of the class In Norway and Sweden 
was enhanced by the events that 
have led to the separation of Norway 
from Sweden; the Balkan question 
has been at the forefront for a few 
months past and for two years the 
great Russo-Japanese war has made 
the. study of Russia aud Japan of 
especial Interest.

there In the less central thorough- 
fares a small group of gamins may 
follow the oriental in flowing robes 
for the. a short distance, but this cu- 
riosity la as a rule passive or quies- 
cent and certainly never goes to of- 
fensive lengths.
